To the Citizens of the Town of Bethlehem :— 


In compliance with law and custom, the Board of Education 
for Dist. No. 1, submit to you the annual report for this district. 
As usual we are called upon to report the year’s progress before 
the school year is ended, and even to report upon the present term 
of school before it is finished; although this term has but a short 


time longer to keep, it is, nevertheless, just as itaposmble to give a 


full report. 

The Board of Education has endeavored to faithfully and con- 
scientiously fulfill the duties of their office, and feel that the stand- 
urd of the schools has been maintained, if not improved, and that 
a good showing has been made in each room. Thorough work, 
with a complete comprehension of the ground covered in the text- 
books, has been a marked feature, rather than a rapid advance 
with a poor understanding of the subjects treated. © 

Among the first rules to be adopted by the present Board, was 
one favoring the keeping of teachers as long as possible in the

every term or two, but during the past year we have been com- 


pelled by a variety of circumstances to secure new teachers in every 
room, but have been so fortunate as to secure instructors capable 


and willing to fill their several positions with satisfaction. 


Last June at the close of the school year a class of six was 
graduated, and at the close of the present year, another class pre-_ 


sents themselves for the final examinations previous to graduation. 


with all the classes in each department filled. By looking over the 


table at the end of this report, and noticing the studies taken to 


complete the full course, one can readily see the amount of work 


required, and the great variety of knowledge acquired by those 
who, having passed all the examinations on each of those studies, 
is entitled to a diploma. By pursuing a systematic course of study 


time is econoiized, pupils better classified and a better grade of 


scholarship obtained, than where the studies are elective and each 
one takes what they please, when they please and where they please. 

January 1, 1890, the new law, making text-books free to the 
scholars, went into effect, and we shall try and carry it out in this 
district as economically as possible for the best interests of the stu- 
dents and the tax-payers. We intend to have all books covered 
with strong paper, and shall insist upon care being used in hand- 
ling them that they may not be injured more than the natural 
wear and tear of books used every day, and if they are carelessly 
damaged shall expect the one doing such damage to pay for it.
